The presidential message at 7 
p.m. Eastern Day light Time o n 
radio and telev isio n will Ik* part 
o f an administratio n campaign lo 
co nv ince critic* the pact—ending 
testing In o uter spare, in the at­ 
mo sphere and under waler—will 
no t endanger U.S. security . 
To become effectiv e the U.S., 
Sov iet and British agreement mu st 
be ratified by a two-thirds v ote of 
the Senate, and the measu re of 
pu blic su pport for the treaty may 
tip the scales there. 
The agreement climax es y ears 
of 
on-and-off 
negotiations—splin­ 


tered at times by the thu nder of 
nu clear tests—almost as old as the 
nu clear age itself. 
i ’he White Hou se declared that 
the President was gratified by the 
agreement in which the three pow­ 
ers also affirmed their determ ina­ 
tion to striv e for 
a complete test 
ban and implied they will giv e no 
nu clear aid to nations that will not 
go along with the pact. 


The three fo reign ministers— 
American 
Secretary 
o f 
State 
Dean Rusk, Britain'* Lo rd Ho me 
and the So v iet Unio n'* Andrei A. 
Gro my ko —will sign the treaty in 
Mo sco w in "the near future," a 
co mmunique said. 
Immediate 
congressional 
reac­ 
tion to the agreement was gener­ 
ally fav orable and the adminis­ 
tration is confident it can win the 
Senate’s approv al. 


Ru sk has already done the early 
spade work on Capitol Hill. He 
spent long hou rs earlier in the week 
briefing the Senate’s Foreign Re­ 
lations and Armed Serv ices Com­ 
mittees, 
and 
the 
Senate-Hou se 
Atomic Energy Committee. 
The administration optimism on 
the likelihood of ratification hinges 
partly on a belief the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, whose v iews cou nt heav ily 
in Congress, will su pport the agree­ 
ment. 
With two no table ex ceptio ns, 
leader* o f West and East hailed 
the initialing o f the agreement a* 
the first step o n the ro ad to 
peace. 
I,o rd Ho me called the agree­ 
ment “ the first o f any substance 
which the West has been able to 
make with the Russians" since 
the Austrian Treaty o f 1955. 


And from Japan, the only cou ntry 
seared by wartime atom bombs, 
the chief Japanese Cabinet secre­ 
tary , Yasu mi Kirogane, said the 
partial ban cou ld be a stepping 
stone to total elimination of nu clear 
testing. 
Ru t in Paris, President Charles 
de Gau lle’s gov ernment reaffirmed 
that it wou ld not be bou nd by the 
agreement in its efforts to make 
France 
an 
independent 
nu clear 
power. 
Red China, striv ing to become a 
nu clear power itself as it mov es 
farther away from the Sov iet Union 
in the world Commu nist alignment, 
denou nced the agreement in ad­ 
v ance. 
Right u p to the time of the ini­ 
tialing, there were fears the ne­ 
gotiations might collapse u nder 
Sov iet demands that the treaty be 


tied in with a nonaggression pact 
between the North Atlantic 
I reaty 
Organization anti its Commu nist 
cou nterpart, the Warsaw Pact. 
The American and British delega­ 
tions opposed the Sov iet demand. 
They insisted they wou ld need the 
consent of all 15 NATO nations for 
a nonaggression pact and that this 
wou ld delay —if not make impossi­ 
ble—a test ban accord. 
While the delegations argu ed, pre­ 
su mably ov er the nonaggression is­ 
su e, the initialing was held u p for 
fou r hou rs. Ru t finally the partial 
ban agreement, withou t the non­ 
aggression link. was initialed in a 
simple ceremony in Spindonov ka 
Palace by U.S. representativ e W. 
Av erell 
Harriman; 
Britain’s sci­ 
ence minister, Lord Hailsham, and 
Gromy ko. 
Some IOO newsmen and photog­ 


raphers, called in lo witness the 
ceremonies, were told by Gro­ 
my ko: "I,et u s consider this as 
basis for fu rther steps." 
"A v ery important step for­ 
ward," said Harriman, and Hail­ 
sham 
v oiced 
hope 
that 
this 
mark* "the beginning of many 
good things for u s all." 
This hopefu l tone was also ex ­ 
pressed in the commu niq u e re­ 
leaser! in Moscow along with the 
treaty draft. 
It declared: 
"The heads of the three delega­ 
tions agreed that the test ban 
treaty 
constitu ted 
an 
important 
first step toward the redu ction of 
international 
t e ns i on and the 
strengthening of peace, and they 
look forward to fu rther progress 
in this direction.” 
Besides 
the U.S. 
Senate, 
the 


treaty mu st also be approv ed by 
tile 
Brtish 
Parliament 
and 
the 
Su preme Sov iet. Bu t this is con­ 
sidered a formality becau se of the 
Conserv ativ e party ’s large major- 
ity in the Hou se of Commons and 
the su pport of the opposition La­ 
bor party leaders of the ban and 
the Sov iet 
gov ernment’s control 
of the Su preme Sov iet. 
Harriman is du e to fly back 
to the United States to report to 
President Kennedy and Ru sk at 
Hv annis Port, Mass., Su nday . 
In the treaty —a marv el of con­ 
ciseness at abou t SOO words—each 
of the three powers ‘‘u ndertakes to 
prohibit, to prev ent and not to car­ 
ry ou t any nu clear weapon test 
or any other nu clear ex plosion at 
any plaee u nder its ju risdiction or 
control.” 
Then the treaty spells ou t that 


this ban cov ers "the atmosphere, 
bey ond its limits, inclu ding ou ter 
space or u nder water, inclu ding 
territorial water or high seas.1* 


Fu rther, the treaty prov ides a 
ban against tests "in any other 
env ironment if su ch ex plosion 
cau ses radioactiv e debris to be 
present ou tside 
the 
territorial 
limits of the state u nder whose 
Ju risdiction or control the ex plo­ 
sion is condu cted." 


U.S. officials ex plained that al­ 
thou gh u ndergrou nd tests are not 
inclu ded in the ban, they mu st be 
condu cted in a way that keeps ra­ 
dioactiv e fallou t from other cou n­ 
tries. 
The agreement makes no men­ 
tion of inspection or controls—the 
big stu mbling blocks in prev iou s 
test ban negotiations.

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REPORTER’S REFLECTIONS - 
Some facts hav e been lost sight of in 
the headlines abou t the present rail 
dispu te. 
The inro ads made by o ther co m 
mo n camera ia reaching a crisis 
•tate. 
Fo r Instance, railro ad o perating 
deficits fo r 
pro v iding 
passenger 
•erv ice ba* reached almo st o ne- 
half billio n do llars a y ear. The rail­ 
ro ads emplo y ed so me 1.4 millio n 
wo rkers at the end o f Wo rld War 
n . to day this number is do wn to 
7 00,000, partly due to techno lo gical 
change*. 
The railroads argu e today they 
•till employ 37,000 more men than 
a re needed at an annu al cost of 
$6 00,000. 
Airlines, tru ck companies, pipelines 
and improv ed roads hav e all worked 
against the railroad’s best interests. 
Whether 
the 
railroad 
indu stry , 
priv ately controlled, can continu e to 
operate is a q u estion beginning to be 
asked. 
In many cou ntries railroads hav e 
long been u nder state control and in 
most of them railroad mileage is 
ahrinking. 
I* the means o f transpo rtatio n, 
which first freed man to trav el 
swiftly acro ss the land, fading? 
It has faded, hut its demise Is 
pro bably no t fo rthco ming. 
There are plusses go ing fo r the 
railro ads: Fo r distances o f mo re 
than 200 miles they can haul freight 
o r passengers at a lo wer true co st 
than o ther mo des o f transpo rtatio n. 
And the railro ads can haul any thing 
and is least affected by adv erse 
weather than any o f Its co mpeti­ 


to rs. 
On the other side of the coin some 
blemishes are being remov ed and 
the minu s factors do not loom as 
large as they once did. 
Land grants to railroads in the 19 th 
centu ry and the opening of the west 
led to the growth of the railroad 
empires which figu re romantically 


in o ur histo ry . 
Little was req u ired of railroad 
managements 
other 
than 
prov ide 
rolling stock and operate it, the 
demand was so great. 
Added to this is the fact of a 
v irtu al monopoly in land transporta­ 
tion which railroads enjoy ed u ntil 
the au to and tru ck matu red and 
more recently the av iation indu stry 
stretched its wings ov er the land. 
Railro ad 
managements, 
gro wn 
fat o v er generatio ns, fo und It hard 
to change to meet co mpetitio n. In 
fact, their respo nse to the chal­ 
lenge o f the newco mers has no t 
been ex emplary . 
Archaic 
organizational 
stru ctu res 
continu ed u p to and throu gh the 
World War II period. Since then, 
there hav e been dramatic and ex ­ 
citing changes. Many were not able 
to adju st or were too nearly lost to 
be sav ed and they hav e been merg­ 
ed with the more v irile roads. 
These changes continu e. Present­ 
ly the Chicago and Northwestern, 
which has ju st annou nced the cessa­ 
tion of ru ns of the famed 400s be­ 
tween Chicago and Minneapolis, is 
seeking to acq u ire the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Lines. The Union 
Pacific Railroad is also interested 
in acq u iring the Rook Island. 
While the back of the operating 
u nions may be broken before the 
"featherbedding" 
issu e 
is 
settled, 
the liv elihood o f the railroads de- 
pends on its resolu tion. 
Sentimentally , we canno t env is­ 
io n the end o f rail transpo rtatio n. 
There is a ro mance abo ut the

BELGRADE, Yu goslav ia UR— A cat­ 
astrophic earthq u ake stru ck the min- 
areted city of Skopje at dawn today 
toppling tall bu ildings and homes and 
possibly killing more than 1,000 peo­ 
ple. 
Radio Belgrade said there are 
"thou sands of inju red," adding it 
was impossible to say how many 
were killed bu t the nu mber "m u st 
be v ery great.” The official news 
agency Tan ju g pu t the estimated 
death toll ov er 1,000. 
The radio said fires broke ou t in 
a technical school and a boy s’ high 
school. 
Most of the city ’s popu lation of 
270.000 were cau ght in their beds by 
the thu nderou s q u ake. Many ran ou t 
of their apartments in their night 
clothes. 
Tens of thou sands stood in the 
ru bble-filled streets, some weeping, 
others ju st staring at their former 
homes which had collapsed, Tatt­ 
ing reported. 
Skopje parks were tu rned into col­ 
lection points for the homeless. 
All citizens were ordered to stay

ou t of their homes for the nex t 24 
hou rs as a safety measu re. 


Tanju g reported that the earth­ 
q u ake’s center lay right in the heart 
of Skopje, the capital of the prov ince 
of Macedonia The downtown section 
was hardest hit. 


The entire prov ince of Macedonia. | 
sou theast of Belgrade, was mobilized 
for relief work. 


Roads leading to the stricken 
city were 
jammed 
with tru cks 
bringing in su pplies and manpow­ 
er and then tu rning arou nd to 
ev acu ate the inju red. 


The town of Nis, northeast 
of 
Skopje, made space for 1.000 beds 
for the iniu red. Doctors were ru shed 
in from all towns in the area. 


The water su pply was cu t off and 
Yu goslav army u nits set u p em er­ 
gency distribu tion centers. 


Telephone 
and 
telegraph 
lines 
were cu t 
and radio prov ided the 
only link with the ou tside word. 


The first shock hit with shat­ 
tering force al 
5 :17 a.m. (11:17 
p.m. EST Thu rsday ) while most 
of the inhabitants were asleep. 
This was followed by a series (rf 
lighter shocks. 


Abou t fiv e hou rs later, two more 
minor q u akes hit as relief workers 
swarmed throu gh the debris, Tanju g 
reported.

Sy nco m I achiev ed near-sy nchro n­ 
o us o rbit last Feb. 14 but was useless 
as a co mmunicatio ns to o l because o f 
a po wer failure.

The merits of acq u iring the old 
Post Office bu ilding for u se by the 
cou nty was discu ssed at an informa­ 
tional meeting in the l^ee Cou nty 
Cou rt Hou se Thu rsday night. 
The 
Board 
of 
Su perv isors 
has 
sou ght and obtained a deed to the 
property . The docu ment, howev er, 
has certain restrictions. 
Marshall Wilcox , assistant su per­ 
v isor of Dix on Township and chair­ 
man of the board’s bu ilding com­ 
mittee, ex plained the conditions u n­ 
der which the cou nty may u se the 
stru ctu re. 
When the new po st o ffice was 
built, the o ld facility was declared 
surplus by the United States Go v ­ 
ernment. The General Serv ices Ad­ 
ministratio n (CSA) o f the go v ern­ 
ment had the task o f dispo sing o f 
such pro perty . 
The GSA transferred the building 
to the Department o f Health. Educa­ 
tio n and Welfare (HEW) with who m 
the co unty has had to deal. 
Here, the restrictio ns start. The 
department said the structure co uld 


be u sed only to hou se offices dis­ 
pensing health serv ices. Locally , this 
wou ld mean the Lee Cou nty Depart­ 
ment of Health. 
The bu ilding committee, accord­ 
ing to Wilcox , has asked and ob­ 
tained permission to also hou se the 
office of cou nty su perintendent of 
schools in the bu ilding. 
The bu ilding comes to the cou nty 
at no cost, prov ided they u se it 
for these pu rposes for 20 y ears. 
After that time, the cou nty cou ld 
do any thing it chose with the 
bu ilding. 
The other alternativ e to hav e free 
u se of the facility is to pu rchase it 
from the gov ernment. 
The property is v alu ed at $34,750 
and depreciates on the gov ernment’s 
books, fiv e per cent per y ear. The 
cou nty cou ld pu rchase the land and 
bu ilding ou tright after one y ear of 
u sing it as perscribed for abou t 
$33,000. 
There has been some q u estion 
whether the "right to pu rchase’

General J. Edward Day , who left a 
$6 0,000-a-y ear position

Coast insu rance ex ecu tiv e to join 
President 
Kennedy ’s Cabinet, 
has 
resigned to retu rn to priv ate life. 


The Post Office Department con­ 
firmed Thu rsday night that Day 
su bmitted his resignation Ju ly 19 
and that President Kennedy had 
accepted it. A spokesman said the 
effectiv e date bari been left to the 
President’s discretion. 


The White Hou se had no immedi­ 
ate comment. 
A sou rce close to Day said he 
wou ld be su cceeded by former Sen. 
Benjamin A. Smith II, a former 
Harv ard roommate of the President 
who serv ed two y ears in the Senate 
after Kennedy ’s election to the presi­ 
dency . 
Day , 49 , will become partner in 
charge of the Washington law office 
of the Chicago firm of Sidley , Au s­ 
tin, Bu rgess and Smith. 


The great q u ake was felt in wide 
areas of sou thern Yu goslav ia and 
as far away as Greece, bu t damage 
seemed to be confined to the Skopje 
area. 


Tanju g reported that Skopje hos­ 
pitals were badly damaged. The few 
wards that still can be u sed are 
crammed with inju red people re ­ 
ceiv ing emergency treatment.

President R o rn u I o Betancou rt’s 
democratically e l e c t e d gov ern­ 
ment and set u p a Castro-sty le 
regime. 
Some sou rces su ggested the break 
was timed to coincide with today ’s 
26 th of Ju ly anniv ersary marking 
Prim e Minister Fidel Castro’s initial 
attempt IO y ears ago to lau nch a 
rev olu tion in Cu ba 
Public

Aid Pro gram Is

Q—I am 60 y ears old. The ly mph 
nodes on the right side of my neck 
get swollen and sore. After several 
day s this clears up but it alway s 
comes back again later. What causes 
this and what should I do? 
A—The ly mph nodes all over the 
body act as a screen or sieve to 
trap disease germ s and keep Diem 
from 
spreading 
to 
vital 
organs. 
W henever infection is stopped in 
a 
ly mph node, the node itself becomes 
hard and sore. The ly mph nodes in 
the neck receive blood and ly mph 
from all parts of the head. Often 
when one of these nodes is tender 
it is possible to find a sore on the 
scalp, in the nose, or in the mouth. 
Canker sores and fever blisters 
alm ost 
alway s 
cause so reness in 
these ly mph nodes. When the source 
of the infection clears up the ly mph 
node returns to norm al, lf the source 
can be found it should be treated, lf 
not and the so reness in the ly mph 
node is severe y ou can apply hot 
towels for 20 to 30 minutes, two or 
three tim es a day . 
Q—I am a 50-y ear-old woman and 
would like to know what m akes me 
belch after alm ost every m eal? 
A—Belching after m eals is due al­ 
most entirely to swallowing air along 
with y our food. Some people swallow 
more air than others. This is espe­ 
cially 
true 
if 
they cat 
hurriedly 
without 
chewing 
their 
food 
tho r­ 
oughly and wash each mouthful down 
with a swallow of fluid. Often when 
a person has a feeling of fullness in 
the stom ach and tries to belch he 
swallows a large amount of air thus 
pumping Hie stom ach up like a bal­ 
loon. It is som etim es hard to differ­ 
entiate between the noise of this 
ty pe of air swallowing and a true 
belch. A hiccup is an exam ple of 
involuntary air swallowing. 
Q—When I had my twins the sm all­ 
er cam e first and the second one 
suffocated. It was a breech baby . 
They w ere born three weeks pre­ 
m aturely . Is this common? If I be­ 
come pregnant again would I be 
likely to have twins? Could heavy 
housework cause prem ature birth? 
If I had twins again would it be 
possible for both to live? 
A—When twins are present in the 
uterus, prem ature delivery is more 
likely than when there is a single
